And there are ſeveral lying Pamphlets,and bundles of Lyes ſcat- 
tered up and Gown the City and Country againſt us called 2a- 
kers ,, thatis to ſay, There are two of Robert Riches, and ſeveral 
of 211g /etons, tie Tavier ,, and of Robert Cobber, the T ajler , and of 
a ſhameleſs woman, one Zlizabeth Atkinſon, that ſelleth Meal and 
Bread ; and one ot. Kice Foxes, Welch-man , and a lying flanderous 
Papilet of {Vathaziel Smiths, a Shoemaker, who would have been 
called a Door, but he vas ſuftciently known, and the Lord cut 
tim off by death before he got his wicked work publiſhed ; alſo 
there is another <:v10us Book againſt the Principles of Truth, writ- 
ten by Robert Gorden Scotch-man, which Afichael Starcliffe Hofier 
helps to ſpread np and down , and formerly another railing, flan- 
derous, and lying Pamphlet of one Banions, the Tinker, and an- 
vther, called, News from C ambridre, where the Judgments of God 
were ſeen upon the woman, who was a drunken Sot, and the 
ground of that ſcandalous Book; who afterwards hanged her 
feir. All which lying and flanderous Books we teſtifie againſt , 
tor by Printing their Lyes and Slanders they think to render us 
odiousto rhe World, and to ſct the Magiſtrates again{t-us, and

Holineſs, without which none ſhall ſee the Lord ; and ſo we can 
| defie all the Regiment of Slanderers and Ballad-mongers, with all 
| their Scandals and lying Pamphlets, and we are over them in 
| the Truth, and their end will be according to their works, 

And further to clear the precious Truth profeſſed by us, called 
Dnakers, We tellifie againit all diſorderly, looſe, and prophane 
ſpirits and perſons; and when any are manifeſt, or found out to 
be in any uncleanneſs, wickedneſs, or ſcandalous enormous aci-
